INTRODUCTION 


When  v/e  review  the  remote  Histories  of  Great  Britain,  and  find  Names  and  facts 
delivered  witli  unhesitating  confidence  and  Chronological  accuracy,  it  seems,  at  first  sight,  ar. 
unreasonable  degree  of  skepticism  to  withhold  our  assent  from  them,  or  question  their 
authenticity. 

The  fictitious  History  of  any  Cotmiry  is  one  of  the  necessary  consequences  of  its  great 
Antiquity.  (All  races  of  men,  and  all  parts  of  the  globe,  are  equally  Ancient;  at  least,  we 
believe  so  ;  but  Antiquity  applied  to  a  Pamily  or  Country  only  extends  to  the  period  of  iLs 
becoming  of  an  importance  distinct  from  other  parts,  or  from  other  Families.)  But  the  sanie 
reason  does  not  exist  for  a  fictitious  account  oi  Families.  There  is  no  inducement,  much  less 
any  real  cause,  for  tracing  an  individual  I-'amily  any  farther  than  it  can  be  done  with  some 
degree  of  truth  ;  and  therefore,  though  vanity  may  sometimes  misrepresent,  or  oral  tradition 
alter  a  tale,  yet,  generally  speaking,  more  credit  is  due  to  the  Recorded  History  oi  an  indi- 
vidual Family  than  even  to  that  of  the  Country  in  which  it  has  existed  and  risen  to  import- 
ance. Not  only  is  it  evident  that  there  are  not  the  same  causes  for  fictitious  History  of 
private  Families,  but  we  know,  from  actual  facts,  that  the  History  of  the  Individual  is  frequent- 
ly//'/^;' to  the  Histories  of  dicir  Countries,  and  far  more  accurate  ;  that  is  to  say.  Genealogy 
and  Biography  are  more  accurate  and  more  Ancient  than  general  History, 

The  early  History  of  the  Bible  is  little  more  than  that  of  Individual  Families;  and. 
indeed,  until  society  becomes  firmly  un'ted,  or  until  wars  take  place,  what  is  the  History  of  a 
Nation  ?  We  scarcely  know  anything  of  the  beginning  of  any  .Ancient  City  (we  know  weli 
enough  about  the  foundation  of  Alexandria  and  of  Constantinople  ;  something  of  that  oi" 
Carthage  ;  of  Rome  about  as  much  ;  but  of  Paris,  London,  and  others,  all  that  we  know  is. 
that  when  Record  began  they  were  considerable  Cities),  or  of  the  origin  of  any  Ancient  jjublic 
establishment,  probably  because  every  Record  was  neglected  until  they  became  of  iuip-.^rt- 
ance.  To  use  a  familiar,  but  an  incorrect  and  significant  expression,  "  What  is  everybody's 
business  is  nobody's  business;"  that  is  to  say.  it  is  neglected.  The  History  of  a  Sc^ciely  of 
people,  or  of  a  Nation,  at  the  beginning,  comes  under  the  description  of  everybody's  bu!,i- 
ness.  All  are  interested  in  it  in  some  degree,  but  none  in  any  pirticular  [n:inncr  ;  v/hcreas 
the  History  of  an  incHvidual  Family  is  7!ol  everybody's  business,  and  tli-rcforc  it  is  ai.vays 
somebody's  business,  and  is  net  neglected. 
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It  is  therefore  clear  that  the  History  of  Iiidivickial  Families  is.  in  many  cases,  of  orcater 
Antiquity,  and  goes  to  a  more  early  period  than  that  of  the  States  to  which  they  belonff, 
which  one,  at  first  sight,  would  consider  as  an  assertion  highly  absurd  and  ridiculous. 

In  addition  to  what  has  been  said  respecting  the  comparative  Antiquity  of  private 
and  National  History,  it  is  also  to  be  observed  that  the  difficulty  of  writing  the  laitcr  is  so 
much  greater  than  that  of  the  former  that  it  is  much  more  likely  to  be  left  undone,  or  at 
least  to  be  badly  performed.  In  recording  the  transactions  of  an  Individual  Race  there  is  no 
difficulty  ;  a  mere  Register  of  transactions  serves  the  purpose  complciely.  and  all  those 
transactions  are  known  to  the  compiler  or  collector,  or,  if  we  please  to  call  him  so,  the  Biog- 
rapher and  Historian  of  the  Family. 

The  History  of  a  Family  consists  of  a  simple  n.irration  of  facts  and  transactions  that 
succeed  each  other,  and  can  be  all  known  to  one  person,  or  a  succession  of  persons,  whereas 
the  History  of  a  Nation  comprises  a  great  number  of  facts  and  transactions  not  regularly 
connected,  known  to  different  persons,  and  requiriiig  great  assiduity  to  arrange  in  proper 
order  of  time  ;  it  is,  therefore,  a  very  difficult  task,  and  a  great  labor,  whilst  die  odier  is 
extremely  easy. 

Under  all  these  circumstances,  it  is  indisputal)Ie  that  the  History  of  particular  Families 
may  be  expected  to  be  more  Ancient,  as  well  as  more  correct,  than  that  of  even  the  Nations 
themselves,  of  which  they  form  a  small  portion.  Individuals  may,  indeed,  embellish  through 
vanity,  with  greater  facility  and  less  chance  of  detection  ;  but  there  are  not  many  in-^tanccs 
in  which  such  practices  may  not  be  discovered  by  an  industrious  Conipiler;  and  it  must  be 
admitted  in  favour,  and  much  to  the  honour  and  credit  of  Ancient  Families,  that  there  is  sel- 
dom reason  for  accusing  them  of  vain  exaggeration.  They  do  really  appear  to  have  aim  d, 
as  far  as  possible,  at  true  narrative,  and  here  it  is  necessary  to  say  something  on  tiiat 
subject. 

Men  who  have  performed  great  actions  are  very  seldom  disposed  to  boast  or  deceive. 
They  feel  a  great  satisfaction  in  telling  the  truth  ;  and  besides  the  contempt  and  hatred  wliich 
such  men  entertain  for  falsehood,  they  feel  no  satisfaction  in  boasting  of  what  is  not  true. 
The  men  who  are  inclined  to  boast,  are  such  men  as  have  nothing  to  boast  of;  and  by  tliese 
means  the  ci^reat  actions  of  Individuals  are  transmitted  to  Posterity  with  a  much  greater 
deo-ree  of  truth  and  accuracy  than  we  should,  without  reflection,  be  apt  to  suppose.  (Where 
is  there  more  mod-'st  lii>tory  th:m  that  written  by  Cnssar  of  his  own  wars  in  G  lul  ?  Wiiere 
do  we  ever  find  any  brave  or  great  men  boasting."*  Shakespeare,  that  inimitable  painter  of 
human  nature,  makes  the  cowards  always  boast,  and  tell  lies,  and  the  brave  men  modestly 
adhere  to  the  truth.  To  say  that  Shakespeare  does  so,  is  equivalent  to  proving  tli.it  such 
are  the  true  practices  uf  brave  men  and  cowards.) 

The  very  "■encral  feeling  of  antagonism  that   had  prevailed  nearly  all  over  tliis  country 
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for  a  long  period  against  Genealogy,  Family  Antiquity,  and  cognate  Subjects,  has  greatly 
disappeared,  and  the  merits  of  such  studies  and  investigations  as  arc  required  in  their  pursuit 
is  being  appreciated  and  encouraged. 

It  is  not  a  litde  remarkable  that  this  change  of  feeling  should  have  taken  place  after 
about  the  same  lapse  of  time  from  the  advent  of  the  Puritans  here  as  that  of  William  the 
Conqueror  in  England  ;  the  intermediate  time  in  England  haviag  been  occupied  in  formin>T 
the  materials  for  Family  History,  and  the  same  process  has  obtalut  d  in  this  Country. 

The  great  number  of  inquirers,  and  of  individual  members  of  American  Families,  v/lio 
have  been  engaged  actively  for  years  in  gathering  their  Histo;  y  and  Pedigree,  has  indunxl 
the  President  of  the  "American  College  tor  Genealogical  Regiury  and  Heraldry"  to  com- 
mence a  series  of  Volumes  to  contain  the  History  e-f  American  i-amilies,  traced  to  their  oro- 
genitors  in  this  country,  combined  with  their  History  in  and  derivation  from  Foreii'-n  Coun- 
tries, in  the  same  manner  as  in  England,  where  Fa»uly  History  comprises  die  History  of 
Great  Britain. 

P>om  the  earliest  ages.  Genealogy  has  occupied  much  of  the  attention  of  Mankind, 
and  whether  we  consult  Sacred  or  pro  ane  History,  we  shall  find  the  extraction  of  the  Indi- 
vidual always  considered  as  fo  ming  an  important  object  in  his  History,  and  wliilst  the 
personal  Histor>  -"f  the  Individual  in  this  Country  has  been  for  a  long  time  considered  as  of 
primary  importance,  he  has  discovered  that  whilst  he  has  b(;t  n  making  History  for  his 
Descendants,  he  has  become  desirous  to  ol)tain  a  knowledge  of  his  Ancestors,  to  find  amoni--- 
them  a  prototype  of  himself,  from  whom  he  has  inherited  the  attributes  and  talent  that  have 
enabled  him  to  become  eminent  and  wea'thy. 

Although  the  Actions  of  a  man  himself  are  the  truest  proof  of  Merit,  yei  whoever  pavs 
due  attention  to  the  natural  sentiments  of  Mankiml,  while  he  keeps  clear  of  die  absurd 
prejudice  which  gives  honour  and  respect  to  lixlraclion  alone,  will  acknowledge  that  the 
actions  of  Men  are  not  the  only  ground  of  respectability  or  estimation  in  this  world. 

Perhaps  the  fair  and  honorable  pride  of  emulating  the  virtues  of  Ancestors  is  one  of  the 
greatest  recommendations  of  a  man  who  is  well  descended.

LINEAGE. 


"  The  Scots'  Charters,  preserved  in  Dur- 
ham, and  the  Register  of  Kelso,  disclose  that 
the  Earls  of  Dunbar  and  March  were  de- 
scended of  Gospatrick,  Earl  of  Northumber- 
land. 

"After  Northumberland  (one  of  the^  seven 
Saxon  Kingdoms  of  England)  became  a 
Province,  the  Earls  thereof  were  only  Official 
and  Provincial,  and  not  Hereditary;  and  they 
were  often  changed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Sovereign." — Burke's  Peerage,  Dunbar  of 
Mochrum. 

Before  the  Conquest  of  England  by  Wil- 
liam, Duke  of  Normandy,  Crinan,  nat.  circa 
970,  was  Saxon  Earl  of  Northumberland.  His 
s  n\  Maldred,  nat.  circa  1000,  was  "  Progenitor 
of  that  great  and  honorable  Family  of  the 
Nevills,  which  for  many  ages  past  hath  flour- 
ished in  this  Kingdom." — Dugdale's  Baron- 
age, pub.    1675,  page  54. 

Maldred  was  the  father  of — 

I.  Earl  Gospatrick  I.,  nat.  circa  io25. 

Cospatrick,  son  of  Maldred,  the  son  of  Crinan,  about 
1068  made  his  addresses  to  King  William  for  the  Earldom 
nf  Northumberlind,  representing  the  lineal  extraction  by 
A'githa,  his  mother,  from  Earl  Uctbred — late  Earl  of  this 
Province — whose  daughter  she  was  by  Algira,  daughter  of 
Kins:  t'thelred  ;  and  with  a  good  sum  of  money  (which 
m  're  prevailed  than  such  his  alliance)  obtained  it.  But 
soon  after,  discovering  the  King'<  aasteriiy  to  be  such  as 
tnat  he  could  not  well  endure  'o  live  under  his  power,  he, 
■with  some  o(  the  chiefs  of  the  Province — taking  with  them 
young  Edgar  Atheling  and  Agatha,  his  mottier,  as  also 
Margaret  and  Christina,  his  sisters — fled  into  Scotland, 
Vfhere  tiiey  had  reception  by  King  Malcolm. 


Soon  after  which,  Harold  and  Canute,  son.J  to  Swafie, 
King  of  De  mark,  with  no  less  than  two  hundred  amj 
forty  sail  of  ships  eniering  the  mouth  of  the  Hurnh'ir, 
Edgar  Atheling  and  Cospatrick,  with  all  the  strf:ngih  he 
couid  raise  in  Norihiirribsrland,  joining  with  t!ic:n,  as- 
sault d  the  City  of  York  (then  possessed  by  th;  Normans) 
and  slew  no  less  than  three  thousand  of  them. 

Moreover,  this  Cospatrick  invaded  Cumberland,  then 
under  the  dominion  of  Malrol'v.e..  King  of  Scotland,  and 
made  great  devastation  tiicro. 

For  which  disloyal  action  being  deprived  of  his  Earl- 
dom by  King  William,  he  first  fled  to  K'ng  Malcolme, 
and  so  into  Flanders,  whence,  after  sonic  time  rentrning 
into  Scotland,  King  INIalcolnie  gave  him  DuyBAR,  witn  the 
adjacent  Lands  in  Loudoup,  for  his  subsistence  un.t'l  he 
could  better  provide  for  himself. 

This  Cospatrick,  and  others  of  the  Saxon  ijol.'ility,  being 
dissatisfied  with  the  arbitrar\'  government  of  William  the 
Conqueror  (who  distributed  his  ILivors  liberaliv  to  the 
Normans  bui  — ^iringly  to  the  Saxons),  became  the  ob- 
jects of  his  resentment,  and  were  forced  to  flv  into  Scot- 
land about  Anno  1068,  but  they  soon  made  their 
peace,  returned  into  their  own  count;y,  and  Cos- 
patrick, by  advancing  large  sums  of  money,  go;  the 
EaridoM!  of  Northumberland.  Yet  he  did  nr.r  long  en- 
joy it ;  for  having  again  joined  the  English  rnalconionts 
against  t  e  Normans,  he  was  divested  of  his  Earldom  and 
exiled  a  second  time  into  Scotland,  Anno  1072.  I'V.mi 
thence,  he  travelled  into  Flanders;  and,  returning  'n:o 
Scutl.md  (Simon  Dunclmeusis  says  that),  "King  Malcoime 
gave  him  Dunb.ar,  with  adjacent  lands." 

(After  the  Norman  Conquest  a  number  of  the  great 
Saxon  Rirons,  finding  resistance  impracticable  and  fiis- 
daining  submission,  sought  refuge  in  Scotia. il  i^'.',;'. 
l07i>-75.  wiien  they  were  kmdjy  received  liv  clinLj  .Mal- 
colm 111.  The  most  cn^inent  ol  these  Fan^dics  was  Cos- 
patrick, Ancestor  of  the  Dunbars,  Earls  of  Man.  it. ) 

His  subsequent  conduct  showed  that  the  K;n;r  had  not 
mispiacL-d  hii  l.tvoss  ;  kir  he  -etved  him  /ai'.hfuliv,  and 
contributed  to  restore  pi.-ice  ami  order  in  the  Kingdom. 
It  was  he  who  destroyed  the  nest  of  robbeis  tlat  luu2i;ed 
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Cockhurri.   Fon-st.  lor  which   service   he  w.rs  maiie  Thine 
(but  not  Earl)  of  Dunbar  and  Lolhi.in    about  Anno  1080. 

Merchia,   Merch,   or  Mees. 

"The  Merch,  or  Marsh,  country  between  England  and 
S>cotIand,  was  anciently  called  Ord.ilucia. 

"Merch  is  celebrated  in  history  for  its  Eails,  who  were 
renowned  for  their  martial  courage.  They  were  the  de- 
scendants of  Gcspatrick,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  who, 
after  beinjr  driven  out  of  his  country  by  William  the  Con- 
queror, was  entertained  by  Malcolm  Conmer  (that  is. 
Great  Head),  King  of  Scotland,  and  honored  by  him  with 
DuNHAR  Castle  and  the  Earldom  of  Mekch. " — Cam- 
den's Britannia,  page  iiSo. 

Lai:den  or  Lothier- 

"In  this  Lothian,  the  first  place  that  presents  itself  on 
the  sea-shore  is  Dunbar,  a  Castle,  in  ancient  times  very 
strongly  fortified,  the  seat  of  the  Earls  of  March,  thence 
commonly  called  Earls  of  Dunuar  ;  and  often  taken  by 
the  English  and  recovered  by  the  Scots.  But  m  the  year 
1567  it  was  demolished  by  the  States,  to  prevent  its  being  a 
retreat  for  Rebels. 

"About  Anno  iioa,  Cospatrick  being  sick  unto  death, 
sending  for  Aidwin  and  Turgot — two  monks  who  then  re- 
sided at  Malros  in  much  austerity  of  life — and  confessing 
himself  to  them  with  great  penitence,  he  ended  his  days 
at  Wyver-^brd  (id  est  Northarn),  and  was  buried  in  the 
porch  of  that  Church." — Citradcii. 

Gospatricus  seems  to  be  a  Saxon  name, 
and  to  signify  "  God's  Patrick  "  (or  Saint,  or 
Holy  Patrick),  as  Gospel  signifies  "God's 
spell,"  or  word. 

Gospatrick  married  Algithc,  daughter  of 
Ucktred,  Earl  of  Northumberland  (and  El- 
giva,  bis  wife,  daughter  of  Ethelred,  King  of 
England),  and  had  three  sons  and  a  dau^diter, 
viz.: 

.2.    Dolfm,    born    in    Northumberland   about   Anno 
1050. 

3.  Waltheof   born  in  Northumberland  about  Anno 

1055. 

4.  Gospatrick,  born  in  Ni.':thumbcri.inJ  about  Anno 

1060. 

5.  Ethelreda,  bom  in  Northumberland  about  Anno 

1065.      Ethclred.i  married   K.ng   Duncan  II.,  of 
Scotland,  SOQ  of  King  Malcoim  Canmore. 


3.  Waltheof,  nat.  circu  io5.5,  second  son  of 
Gospatrick  I.,  became  Earl  of  Northumber- 
land. 

He  gave  to  the  Monks  of  St.  Marie,  at 
York,  the  Manor  and  Cliurch  of  IVounefew, 
as  also  the  Lordship  of  Stainburn. 

The  daughter  and  heir  of  Waltheof,  Earl  of  Nortluim- 
berland,  by  his  wife  Judith,  niece  to  \\'ili,iam  tuf.  Con- 
queror, was — 

I.   Matilda,  nat.  circa  Anno  loSo. 

She  was  married  first  to  Simon  do  Scnlis,  and  secondly 
to  David  I.,  King  of  Scotland,  who  was  the  sixth  son — by 
his  second  wife,  iMargaret,  sister  of  Edgar  AtUehng — of 
Malcolm  III.,  Caenmor. 

Under  Malcolm  Caenmor,  ll:e  Provinces  acquired  by 
Thorfmn,  Jarl,  or  Earl  of  the  Orkney  Islts  [See  paye  a. 
Welles'  History  of  the  Washington  Family],  fourth  son  of 
Sigurd,  Earl  of  the  Orkney  Isles,  fell  again  under  the 
native  rule. 

Malcolm  married  Ingebiorge,  wfdow  of  E^rl  Tiiorfinn, 
and  had  tv,-o  sons  ;  namely,  Duncan,  afterwards  King  of 
Scotland,   and  Donald,  who  pre-deccased  nan. 

King  David  died  Anno  11 53.  By  ?ilatilua,  his  wife,  he 
had  issue  a  son — 

I.  Henr)',  Prince  of  Scotland,  nat  circa  1 100.  He 
died  Anno  1162.  He  was  married  Anno  1139, 
to  Ada  de  Warrenne,  daughter  of  Willia.ii, 
Count  de  Warrenne,  of  Normandy,  and  second 
Earl  of  Surrey,  by  whom  he  had  issue,  three  ?oas 
and  three  daughters — 

1.  King  Malcolm  of  Scotland,  nat.  knno  1141. 

He  succeeded  to  his  grandf.ither,  David,  at 
his  death  in  1153.  .'s  King  of  Scodand.  Me 
was  called  "The  Maiden."  He  died  un- 
married Anno  1 165,  and  was  succeeded  by 
his  brother  William. 

2.  King  William  ol  Sc^itland,  nat.    Anno  11.12. 

He  was  known  as    'The  Lion.  "     He '.v. is 
married  Anno   11S6,  to  Ermcngarde  (who 
died  1233),   daughter  ol  Richard,  Viscount 
of  Bellomont,   by  whom   he  had   one  son 
and  three  daughters — 
I.   King  .-Vle-xander  of  Scotland,   nat   .Au- 
gust 24th,  .T.nno.1 19S.      He  was  cnlloj 
Alexander   II.      He  succeeded  1:0  the 
Throne  of  Scotland  at  i.'io  dii'.h  t/i  h:i 
father,  December  4tl2,  1^14.     lieUieJ 
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at  the  Island  of  Kerara,  July  8ih,  1249, 
and  was  huri;  d  in  Melrose  Abbey. 

2.  Margaret,  nat.  circa  1 200.    She  was  mar- 

ried to  Hubert  de  Burgh,  Justicary  of 
England,  and  had  one  daughter  who 
died  young. 

3.  Isabel,   nat.   circa  1205.      She  was  mar- 

ried Anno  1225,  to  Roger  Bigod,  Earl 
of  Norfolk,  and  died  without  issue. 

4.  Marjory,  nat.  circa  12 10.     She  was  mar- 

ried Anno  1235.  to  Gilbert,  Earl  of 
Pembroke,  and  died  without  issue. 

William,  "The  Lion,"  had  five  other  chil- 
dren, a  son  and  four  daughters,  from  each  of 
whom  sprung  one  of  the  Claimants  of  the 
Crown  of  Scotland,  Anno  1291-2.  These 
were— 

5.  Henry  Galythly,   progenitor  of  Patick 

Galythly,  one  of  the  Competitors. 

6.  Isabel,  wife  first  of  Robert  de  Bruce,  and 

afterwards  of  Robert  de  Ros.  She  was 
great-grandmother  of  William  de  Ros, 
one  of  the  Competitors. 

7.  Ada,    wife   of   Earl    Patrick   (No.     10), 

second  Earl  of  Dunbar ;  and  great- 
grandmother  of  Earl  Patrick  (No.  19), 
sixth  Earl  of  Dunbar  and  first  Earl  of 
March  ;  one  of  the  Competitors. 

8.  Margaret,  wife  of  EusLice  de  Vesci,  and 

grandmother  of  William  de  Vesci,  one 
of  the  Competitors. 

9.  Aufrida,    wife  of  William  de  Say.    and 

great-grandmother  of  Roger  de  Mande" 
ville,  one  of  the  Competitors. 

William,  "The  Lion,"  died  at  Sterling,  in 
Sterhngshire,  Scotland,  December  4  th, 
Anno  1214,  and  was  buried  at  Aberbroth- 
hock.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Ale.'c- 
ander. 

3.  David,  nat  Anno  1 143.  He  became  Earl  of 
Huntington,  in  England,  besides  which 
honor  he  held  the  Earldom  of  Garrioch.

1291. 

4.  Ada,  nat   circa  Anno  1145.     She  was  rnar- 

lied  to  Florence,  Count  of  Holland,  whose 
descendant,  Florence,  Count  of  Hoilarid, 
was  a  Competitor  for  the  Cro'.vn  of  Scot- 
land, Anno  1 29 1. 

5.  Margaret   nat    circa  Anno   1150.     She  was 

married  to  Conan,.   Duke  of  Eretagnc,   by 
whom  she  had  issue — 
1.   Constance,   nat   circa  Anno   1170,   vbo 
was  married  to  GeoflTrey,  son  of  Kiner 
Henry  II.,  of  England. 
Margaret  was  married  secondly  to  Huiuplirey 
de  Bohun,  Earl  of  Hertford. 

6.  Matilda,    nat   circa  Anno    1155.     She   died 

unniarried. 

Thane  Gospatrick  was  succeeded  at  his 
death,  in  the  Thanedom  of  Lothian,  by  his 
youngest  son,  Gospatrick. 

4  Kakl  Gospaikick  !I.,  nat.  circa  1060, 
third  son  of  Gospatrick  I.,  Thane  of  Lothian, 
Scotland,  was  born  in  NorthLnnbeWan'!,  tJi.^'- 
land,  and  taken  into  ScuUanJ  circa  loOS.  wlxh 
his   fadter,    to    whom    he    suceedc-d    at    his- 
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death,  circa  iioo,  as  Thane  of  Lothian,  and 
afterwards  became  first  Earl  of  Dun'har, 
IN  Scotland. 

He  was  a  great  donor  to  the  Abbej'  of  Kelso,  and,  in 
the  Register  of  that  Abbey  are  nianv  of  his  Charters,  wherein 
he  is  styled  "Gospatricus  Frater  Dolphini. " 

In  a  Charter  granted  by  hini  to  St.  Cuthbert,  in  the 
Reign  of  King  David  I.,  (i  124-1 153),  he  is  called  "Gos- 
patricus Comes,  frater  Dolphini." 

He  was  created 

"Earl  of   Dunbar'' 

by  King  David,  of  Scotland,  about  Anno 
1 1 30.  (None  of  the  Earls  of  Dunbar  are 
styled  "  Earls  of  March,  or  Merch,"  before 
Anno  1260,  though  many  of  their  Charters 
are  extant,  and  they  were  witnesses  of  many 
Royal  Charters.) 

In  1 137,  the  Earls  of  Dunbar,  Montcith,  and  Angus 
fought  the  Battle  of  Cletheston,  wherein  the  Earl  of  Glou- 
cester fell,  but  the  victory  was  uncertain. 

In  1 139,  Earl  Gospatrick's  sons  were  of  the  hostages 
given  for  observing  the  peace  made  with  England. 

This  Earl  was  also  made  "Warden  of  the  Marshes;" 
and  it  is  recorded  that  the  Kings  of  Scotland  and  England 
allowed  him  the  privilege  to  be  in-boruugh  and  out- 
borough  (that  is,  to  judge  on  either  side  of  the  Borders)  ; 
for  which  office  he  held  Brampton,  in  Northumberland, 
and  other  lands  on  the  English  side,  and  his  successors 
enjoyed  his  oflke  and  privilege. 

This  Earl  is  generally  believed  to  have 
maiTicd  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  Patrick 
de  Dunbar.  He  died  Anno  i  146,  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  son  Gospatrick. 

6.  Earl  Gosiwtrici-c  III.,  nat.  circa  i  lon, 
at  Dunbar,  Scotland.  He  succeeded  to  his 
father  at  his  death,  Anno  1 146,  as 

Second  li.wu.  of  Dtntjar. 

He  is  styled  in  thi-  Registers  of  Kelso, 
"Gospatricus  Comes  filius  Gosiiatricii  Comi- 
tis." 

It  is  not  known  to  whom  he  was  married.

Third  Ea.rl  of  Dcxijvr. 

He  was  a  donor  to  the  Religious  of  Kelso.  H<;  gave 
the  first  Charier  to  the  Family  of  Dundas,  as  follows  : 

"  Waldcvius  filius  Gospatricii,  omnibus  probis  homini- 
bus  salutcm,  sciatis  me  dedissi  Helii  filio  Uckredi,  Duu- 
dasb,  prosei^'itio  dimidii  militis,  etc."  The  Dundasscs  bear 
the  lion  of  Dunbar  in  their  Arms,  and  are  doubilc-.^s  de- 
scended from  this  Family. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  trace  the  mar- 
riage of  Earl  Waldeve,  but  he  died  Anno 
1 182.  and  left  two  sons  and  a  daughter—-

10.  Earl  Patrick  I.,  nat.  circa  11 60,  at 
Dunbar,  Scotland,  first  son  of  Waldeve  (No.  7), 
second  Earl  of  Dunbar,  succeeded  to  his  tatlier 
at  his  death  in  i  182,  as 

FouiiTH  Earl  of  Dunbar. 

In  the  Register  of  Kelso  he  is  styled  "  Patricius  comes, 
filius  V'aldevi  Comitis. " 

He  was  reckoned  very  devout,  according  to  the  religion 
of  those  times,  and  foundevl  a  Monastery  of  Red  Fri.4r.s. 
or  .Mathurins,  at  Dunbar,  .\nno  1218;  and  his  LvJ/ 
f  ■uu  led  a  Nunnery  for  the  Cistercian  N'uns  at  St  Boihan's, 
in    DerwiLkshire. 
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Earl  Patrick  married  Adda,  or  Ilda,  or  Ada. 
daughter  of  King  William,  The  Lion,  of 
Scotland. 

'■King  William,  The  Lion,"  cf  Scotland,  was  the 
second  son  of  Henry,  Prince  of  Scotland,  who  was  the 
eldest  son  of  King  David  I.,  of  Scotland,  whose  wife  was 
Matilda,  only  daughter  of  Walthcof  (Xo.  3),  Earl  of  North- 
umberland, by  his  wife  Judith,  niece  of  William  tiik 
Conqueror. 

Earl  Patrick  had  issue,  two  sons  and  two 
daughters,  viz.: 

13.  Patrick  Dunbar,  born  at  Dunbar,  Scotland,  about 

Anno  1 185. 

14.  William  Dunbar,  born  at  Dunbar,  Scotland  about 

Anno  1 1 90.      William  Dunbar  was  the  Ancestor 
of  tlie  Family  of  Home. 

15.  Adda  Dunbar,  born  at  Dunbar,   Scotland,  about 

Anno  1 195.      Adda  Dunbar  married  Walter,  the 
second  Lord  High  Steward  of  Sccjtiand. 

16.  Agnes   Dunbar,  born  at  Dunbar,  Scotland,  about 

Anno   1200.      Agnes   Dunbar  married  William 
Sinclair,  Ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Orkney. 

Earl  Patrick  died  Anno  1232,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  eldest  son,  Patrick. 

13.  Earl  Patrick  II.,  nat.  circa  Anno 
1 1 85,  at  Dunbar,  Scotland,  first  son  of  Pat- 
rick I.  (No.  10),  fourth  Earl  of  Dunbar,  suc- 
ceeded to  his  father  at  his  death,  Anno 
1232,  as 

Fii-Tii    Earl  of   Dunp.ak. 

This  Earl  Patrick  was  in  great  favor  with  Kmg  Alexan- 
der n.,  of  Scotland,  and  was  much  employed  by  liim. 

Allan,  Lord  of  Galloway,  havmg  dicil  without  lawful 
male  issue,  his  son  Thomas  Don  Mac  Allan,  in  the  year 
1235,  gathered  about  ten  thousand  followers,  seized  upon 
the  Lordship,  fortified  the  Castles,  and  ravaged  the  country 
around.  The  King  in  person  marched  ai-ainst  him,  and 
d  ove  him  into  Ireland  ■  but  he  soon  returned  with  a  body 
:'. Irish,  and  was  j..iined  by  one  Gildrulh  ^a  nun  of  des- 
perate fortunes),  on  whicii  E.^rl  Patrick,  and  \Va!l,.r,  Lord 
High  Steward  (his  brotlier-in-iaw),were  swit  .igainsl  them,' 
soon  reduced  ihcm,  and  made  them  submit  to  the  King's 
mercy. 

After  this  Earl  Patrick  reduced  ^.luerled  of  Argyll,  and 
brought  him  to  submission  about  the  yoar  1242.

28TH  Henry  III.,  Anno  1244. 

"Letter  of  Alexander,  King  of  Scotland,  to  all  who 
shall  read,  of  the  faithful,  directing  that  among  others 
who  shall  serve  with  good  faith  and  love  the  King  of  Eng- 
land, is  named  Patrick,  Count  of  Dunbar."  "  Rynier's 
Fcedcra,"  vol.  i,  part  i,  page  257. 

This  Earl  Patrick  Dunbar,  after  ha\ing  ser\-eJ  his  King 
and  Country  for  some  years,  was  inllamed  with  the  zeal  of 
those  times  and  engaged  in  the  Crusades.  He  there  com- 
manded the  Scots  that  went  with  King  Lewis  IX.,  of 
Fiance,  into  the  Holy  War.  Walter  Stewart,  of  Dan- 
donald,  and  David  Lindsay,  of  Glenisk,  were  of  the 
number;  and  Earl  Patrick  died  at  Damietta,  in  Egypt, 
Anno  1249. 

His  Lady  was  Christiana,  daughter  cf 
Walter,  the  third  Lord  Stewart,  by  whom  he 
had  a  son  and  a  daughter — 

17.  Patrick  Dunbar,  born  at  Dunbar  about  Anno 
1210. 

iS.  Adda  Dunbar,  born  at  Dunbar  about  Anno  1 2 15. 
Adda  was  twice  married.  One  of  her  husbands 
was  named  de  Courtney.  She  got  the  lands  of 
Home  from  her  father,  and  in  her  viduity  gave  a 
Charter  to  the  Abbey  of  Kelso.  By  a  Charter  of 
William  II.,  of  Home,  it  appears  that  she  was 
the  daughter  of  Earl  Patrick  II. 


17.  Patrick  Dunbar  III.,  nat  circa  12 10, 
died  before  his  father.  He  married  Christi- 
ana, daughter  of  Robert  Bruce,  Lord  of 
Annandale,  and  by  her  had  a  son  — 

19.    Patrick    Dunbar,    born   at    Dunbar,  about  Anno 
1230. 

Lady  Christiana  Dunbar  founded  the  Nun- 
neries of  Coldstream  and  Eccles. 

19.  Earl  Patrick  IV.,  nat.  circa  1230,  at 
Dunbar,  Scotland,  first  son  of  Patrick  JIL 
(No.  17),  succeeded  to  his  grandfather,  Earl 
Patrick  II.  (No.  13),  at  his  death  in  1249,  as 
si.vth  Earl  of  Dunbar,  in  Scotland. 

He  was  the  ftrst  whom  we  find  styled 
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"Earl  of  March." 

He  was  much  in  favor  with  King  Alexan- 
der III.,  of  Scotland. 

Anno  1252,  Waiter  Cumn.ings,  Earl  of  Monteith,  forti- 
fied the  Castle  of  Edinburgh,  and  refused  to  surrender  it ; 
but  Patrick,  Earl  of  March,  soon  reduced  it,  and  made 
Walter  implore  the  King's  clemency. 

In  the  39th  Henr)'  III.,  .\nno  1255.  The  King  gives 
notice  that  he  admits,  and  places  under  his  protection,  as 
King  of  England,  certain  Barons  of  Scotland;  among  whom 
is  Patrick,  Count  of  Dunbar. 

The  King  pledges  himself  to  his  beloved  and  faithful 
Ale.xander,  King  of  Scotland,  and  his  beloved  daughter 
Margaret,  Queen  of  Scotland,  chat  he  will  protect  and  de- 
fend against  other  rebe's,  certain  Barons  of  Scotland;  Pat- 
rick, Count  of  Dunbar,  and  others. 

In  the  41st  Henr)'  III.,  Anno  1257.  Letters  of  Creden- 
tial of  the  King  of  Scotland,  announcing  his  satisfaction 
and  well  being,  and  that  of  his  wife,  under  the  protection 
and  rule  of  the  King  of  England,  to  which  Patrick  Dunbar 
is  witness  at  Ronburg. 

In  the45th  Henry  III.,  Anno  1260.  The  King  announ- 
ces that  the  King  of  Scotland  having  consented  thai  his 
daughter,  the  Queen  of  Sco  land,  shall  bring  forth  her  child 
in  England,  he  promises  that  she  shall  return  to  Scotland 
within  a  certain  time,  and  that  in  case  of  any  difficulty 
occurring,  or  danger,  that  Patrick,  the  Count  of  Dunbar, 
shall  bear  word  to  the  King  of  Scotland,  and  inform  him 
of  all  concerning  same. 

After  this.  Anno  1263,  we  find  Earl  Patrick  a  Com- 
mander in  the  Batde  of  Largis.  This  battle  arose  from 
the  following  circumstances  :  Upon  the  death  of  Malcolm 
Caenmor,  .\nno  1093,  his  brother  Donaldbane,  Lord  of 
the  Isles,  yielded  up  all  the  Western  Isles  to  the  King  of 
Norway,  for  his  assistance  in  usurping  the  Crown  of  Scot- 
land ;  and  the  Norwegians  kept  possession  of  those  Islands 
until  the  year  1263.  In  that  year  Haco,  King  of  Nor- 
way, seized  the  Isles  of  Cumra,  and  landed  a  great  force  at 
Largis,  but  King  Alexander  gave  him  battle  in  .\ugust, 
and  totally  routed  his  army  ;  in  which  battle  Patrick  Dun- 
bar, Earl  of  March,  commanded  the  right  wing  and  .\lex- 
ander,  Lord  Stewart,  did  the  left  wing,  and  the  King  the 
centre. 

Patrick  first  Earl  of  March,  founded  a  convent  of 
Carmelites,  or  White  Friars,  at  Dunbar,  in  1263. 

Next  year.  Anno  1264,  Patrick,  Kiri  of  March,  and 
Lord  Stewart,  reduced  the  Isle  of  Man  and  all  the  Western 
Isles;  and  in  1266  Magnus,  King  of  Nor^vay,  yi-.:ded  all 
pretensions  to  those  Islands  fur  four  thousand  Marks,  and 
an  annuity  of  one  hundred  Marks. 


In  the  9th  Edward  I.,  Anno  1281.  A  Convention  on  the 
marriage  of  Encus,  King  of  Norway;  and  Margaret,  daugh- 
ter of  Alexander,  King  of  Scodand,  by  v.hich  the  King 
accords  certain  powers,  properties,  and  pretentions  to  him 
in  the  Isle  of  ;\Ian  ;  as  witness  to  his  oath  to  do  so,  is  Pat- 
rick, Count  of  Dunbar. 

In  the  1 2th  Edward  I.,  .\nno  1284.  Letters  addressed 
by  King  Edward  I. ,  of  England,  to  certiiin  nobles  of  Scot- 
land, among  whom  is  Patrick,  Count  of  Dunbar,  to  re- 
ceive Margaret,  daughter  of  Ericus,  King  of  Norway,  and 
Margaret,  daughter  of  King  .\lcxander,  into  the  Dominion 
of  Scotland. 

Upon  the  death  of  Alexander  III.,  King  of  Scodand. 
19th  March,  1286,  without  surviving  male  issue.  Ear' 
Patrick,  with  his  three  sons,  Patrick,  John,  and  Alexan- 
der ;  James,  Lord  Stewart;  John,  his  brother;  Walter, 
John,  and  Alexander,  his  uncles ;  and  Robert  Bruce, 
Lord  of  .\nnandale,  entered  into  an  Association,  and 
bound  themselves  to  adhere  to  that  person  as  Sovereign 
who,  by  right  of  blood,  should  succeed  tfi  the  Crown. 
But  when,  in  October,  1290,  iNIargaret  (granddaughter  of 
Alexander  III.)  died,  and  King  Edward  I.,  of  England, 
stirred  up  several  Compedtors  for  the  Crown,  on  purpose 
to  break  up  the  Scots  among  themselves.  Patrick,  Earl  of 
March,  became  one  of  the  Competitors,  in  right  of  his 
great-grandmother,  Adda,  daughter  of  King  William,  The 
Lion.  Some  writers  think  that  he  was  set  up  as  a 
claimant  to  weaken  Baloil  and  Bruce  ;  but  this  is  not 
likely,  for,  after  others  had  dropped  their  pretendons  Earl 
Patrick  kept  up  his  as  long  as  he  lived. 

In  the  i8th  Edward  I.,  Anno  1290.  Letters  of  the  Scot- 
tish Community,  in  which  they  advise  the  King  of  England 
that  a  marriage  has  taken  place  between  his  eldest  son  and 
the  daughter  of  Ericus,  King  of  Norway.  Among  those 
so  advising  is  Patrick,   Count  of  Dunbar. 

In  the  19th  Edward.!.,  Anno  1291.  Submission  of 
Nobles  of  Scotland  to  Edward  I.,  of  England,  as  head  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Scotland  ;  among  those  so  submitting  is 
Patrick,  Count  of  Dunbar. 

Earl  Patrick  died  Anno  i  294  ;  and,  by  his 
wife  Cecilia,  daughter  of  John  de  Wer,  left 
three  sons,  viz.: 

30.    Patrick   Dunbar,  his  heir,  bom  at  Dunbar  about 

Anno  1265. 
2t  John  Dunbar,  bom  at  Dunbar  about  Anno  1267. 
22.   Alexander  Dunbar,  bom  at  Dunbar  about  Anno 
1270. 
And  a  daughter  who  married  James,  Lord  SiuarL 
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20.  Eaki-  Patrick  V.,  nat.  circa  i265,  at 
Dunbar,  Scotland,  first  son  of  Patrick  IV. 
(No.  19),  sixth  Earl  of  Dunbar,  succeeded  to 
his  father  at  his  death,  Anno   1  294,  as 

Seventh  Earl  of  Dunbar,  and  Second 
Earl  of  March. 

This  Patrick  did  not  insist  on  his  father's  claim  to  the 
Crown  of  Scotland,  and  the  distractions  of  the  times 
brought  him  now  to  join  one  side,  now  anotrier.  In  this 
he  was  not  singular  ;  there  were  very  few  who  were  not 
forced,  at  times,  to  submit  to  the  superior  power  of  King 
Edward,  and  this  Earl's  situation — having  lands  on  either 
side  of  the  Borders — exposed  him  to  continual  danger. 

In  1292,  he  was  summoned  by  King  Edward's  Letters 
(as  manv  more  were)  to  attend  him  in  his  Wars  against 
France;  but  he  thought  not  fit  to  obey.  In  Anno  1296, 
when  King  Edward  had  subdu  d  almost  the  whole  King- 
dom, this  Earl  and  Robert  Bruce — father  and  son — Gilbert 
Umphraville,  Earl  of  .\ngu3,  etc.,  were  forced  to  swear 
fealty  to  him  ;  but  when  the  Scottish  affair  had  a  more 
favorable  aspect  he  declined  to  serve  the  invader.  And 
when  he  was  chosen  by  the  Parliament  of  England  as  one 
of  the  Representatives  for  Scotland,  he  refused  to  accept  of 
that  choice  or  to  serve  in  such  a  Parliament 

In  the  26lh  Edward  I.,  .\nno  1298.  An  instrument 
containing  questions  propounded  to  the  King  of  England, 
by  Messengers  from  the  King  of  France,  on  the  infraction 
of  Treaty  on  the  part  of  England,  m  which  is  inquired 
whether  any  Treaty  has  been  made  with  (among  others) 
Patrick,  Count  of  Dunbar. 

In  the  ist  Edw.ird  II.,  .\nno  1307.  The  King  com- 
ma ds  certain  of  h'.s  nobles  to  raise  horses  and  arms  to  put 
down  certain  persons  committing  depredations  and  raising 
rebellions  in  Scotland  ;  and  among  those  so  commanded 
is  Patrick,  Count  of  Dunbar. 

The  King  sends  Letters  to  certain  nobles  to  resist  the 
Scotch,  and  to  transfer  his  Kingdom  to  a  part  of  France, 
as  far  as  Bologne  ;  among  those  addre.s.sed  is  Patrick  de 
Dunb.ir,  Cou   t  of  March. 

When  Ri:bert  Bruce  came  to  the  Throne,  .Anno  1306, 
we  tind  this  Earl  Patrick  Dunbar,  the  very  nt.\t  year,  in  the 
enemy's  interest,  and  his  strong  Castle  of  Dunbcir  in  their 
liands;  and  when,  in  1313,  all  the  strong  places  in  the 
Kingdom  (except  Dunbar,  Stirling,  and  Berwick),  were 
reduced  by  King  Robert,  this  E-ir!  and  .Adim  Gordon 
were  sent  by  the  English  faction  io  London  to  represent 
their  condition. 


In  the  7th  Edward  XL,  Anno?3t3.  The  King  directs 
Letters  to  certain  nobles  urging  them  to  continue  their 
fidelity ;  among  those  so  urged  is  Patricia,  Count  of 
Dunbar. 

Next  year.  Anno  1314,  we  do  not  find  that  he  w.13  in 
the  memorable  Batrte  of  Bannockburn  ;  and  though  King 
Edward  II.,  in  his  retreat  from  the  Bittle — whilst  being 
pursued  by  Sir  James  Douglass  with  four  hundred  horse — 
got  into  the  Castle  of  Dunbar,  and  thereby  escaped  being 
made  prisoner,  yet  the  Earl  of  March  could  not  prevent 
this,  for  the  Castle  was  in  the  hands  of  the  English.  And 
it  is  certain  that  the  next  year,  1315,  this  Earl  was  in  King 
Robert's  interest;  for  in  a  Convention  held  that  year  at 
Ayr,  which  entailed  the  Crown  (failing  issue  of  King 
Robert)  on  his  brother  Edward,  and  his  issue  male,  which 
failing,  on  Margery,  daughter  of  King  Robert,  and  her 
issue,  this  Earl  swears,  and  sets  his  seal  to  this  entail. 

He  married  Marion  Mac  Duff,  daughter  of 
the  Earl  of  Eife,  and  dying  Anno  1315,  left 
two  sons — 

23.  Patrick   Dunbar,  his  heir,  born  at  Dunbar  about 

Anno  1300.

1310,  of  whom  descended  Cumnock  and  IMoch- 
rum,  and  from  whom,  by  a  fem.ale,  the  present 
(181 1)  Baronet  is  descended. 

23.  Earl  Patrick  Dunbar  VI.,  nat.  circa 
1300,  at  Dunbar,  Scotland,  first  son  of  Pat- 
rick V.  (No.  20),  seventh  Earl  of  Dunbar, 
succeeded  to  his  father  at  his  death  Anno 
1315,  as 

Eighth  Earl  of  Dunbar,  and  Third 
Earl  of  March. 

This  Patrick  was  always  loyal  and  firm  to  King  Roben 
Brace,  and  to  his  son,  and  ver)^  much  trusted  by  them  in 
the  worst  of  times.  He  was  one  of  those  patriots  who 
wrote  the  memorable  Letter  to  the  Pope  in  the  year  1320, 
maintaining  the  Sovereignty  and  Independency  of  the 
Crown  of  Scotland. 

Upon  the  death  of  King  Robert  Eruce,  Anno  1329, 
King  Edward  of  England  took  advantage  of  the  minority 
of  his  son,  invited  Edward  Baliol  from  France  (for  King 
John  Baliol  had  died  in  1314),  and  sent  him  witli  six 
thousand  troops  into  Scotland,  where  they  were  reinforced 
to  ten  thousand. 
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It  was  unfortunate  for  the  Kingdom  that  ilie  brnvo 
Thomas  Randolph,  Earl  of  Murray,  and  ijir  James  Doug- 
lass, died  in  133 1.  Upon  Randolpli'siioath,  Earl  Patrick 
was  made  Guardian  to  the  south  of  Forth,  and  the  Earl 
of  Mar  north  of  it;  but  this  last  Earl  enjoyed  nut  his 
Office  a  full  year  and  a  half,  for  he  was  killed — with  many 
other  Barons — at  the  unfortunate  Battle  of  Dupin.  the 
13th  of  August,   1332. 

Baliol  next  day  took  the  town  of  Perth  ;  but  Patrick, 
Earl  of  March,  besieged  it  with  tiiree  thousand  men.  an  I 
had  not  the  superior  Oflicers  in  his  army  disagreed  amung 
themselves,  and  the  Scots'  fleet  been  defeated  by  die  Eng- 
lish, and  thereby  strong  succours  conveyed  into  the  town. 
he  had  certainly  taken  it.  The  Siege  being  raised,  Baliol 
was  crowned  the  27th  of  September,  1332,  but  Robert 
Keith  took  Perth  in  December.  Next  year  Baliol  laid 
siege  to  Berwick,  and  King  Edward  came  to  his  ass.stan^e 
with  one  hundred  thousand  men.  This  occasioned  the 
Battle  of  Hallidon  Hill,  on  the  19th  July,  1333.  in  which 
the  Scots  were  worsted  ;  and  immediately  alter.  Ritnck, 
Earl  of  Marcii,  was  forced  to  surrender  the  Town  and 
Castle  ol  Berwick,  and  to  swear  fealty  to  the  victor,  as 
many  more  did. 

This  loss  discouraged  the  Scots,  so  that  King  David  was 
sent  to  Franc:,  and  his  fr.ends  at  home  consulted  how  to 
stand  their  ground  against  the  enemy. 


Acts  of  a  Parliament,  held  .\t  Edinburgh  Anno   1334, 
2D  OF  King  Edward  de  Balliol. 

"William  de  Liveston,  Clerk  of  the  Diocess  of  Took, 
Notar}-  Public  by  Apostolic  authority,  etc.,  prepared  a 
transcript  of  various  letters  and  acts  of  homage  of  Edward 
Baliol  to  King  Edward  of  England,  sanctioned  by  a  Par- 
liament of  Scotland  at  Edinburgh,  the  loth  dav  of  Frl.- 
ruary,  Anno  1333,  in  which  sat,  among  the  nobleincii. 
Patrick  de  Dunbar,  Earl  of  March. 

"Letters  of  Edward  de  Balliol,  King  of  Scotland,  with 
regard  to  the  concession  of  the  Villages,  Castles,  and 
Counties  of  Berwick,  Rokesburgh,  Jedeworth,  Selkyrk, 
Etryk,  Edinburgh,  Hadington,  Lynliscon  Pebles,  and 
Dumfres. 

"  In  consideration  of  the  good  will  and  kindness  ir(  1m I- 
ward  III.,  the  illustrious  King  of  England,  towards  him, 
Edward  of  Scotland,  exhibited  in  tiie  assistance  which  h  -■ 
furnished  to,  and  the  expcn.se  he  incurred  in  behalf  o>\ 
Edward  of  Scotland  in  the  recovery  of  his  Domini- mis  ; 
and  in' accordance  with  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  .Scot- 
land, alienates  from  the  Crown  and  Royal  Dignity  of  Scot- 
land nnd  transfers  to  the  Crown  and  Kingdom  of  England 
the  Towns,  C-3^tles,  and  '-"ounties  above  named." 


In  testimony  of  which,  the  Instrument  is  scaied  wich  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  King,  witnessed  b\  tlie  venerable  lathers, 
William,  Archbishop  of  York,  Priin.ite  of  Knglan.i,  and 
two  Bishops,  Richard  Dunelmcnsis  and  John  Kariioionsis, 
and  by  certain  n'jhiemen,  among  wiiom  is  Palritk  .lo 
Dunbar,  Earl  of  .March. 

Given  under  the  hand  ot  the  Kir.,i;,  ,11  N'ewc.LV.i..--i.,i- 
Tyne,  the  12th  day  of  June,  iu  tlie  second  \c.ir  ol  h.s 
Reign,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  .Scotland,  of  a  -jrecn  co|.,r, 
suspended  from  silken  threads  of  vcllow  and  red. 


King  Edwartl  ravaged  a  great  ]vart  of  the  .South,  and 
sent  David  Gumming,  Earl  of  Atli'.l,  wit.'i  three  ihousand 
men  to  reduce  the  Ca.stle  of  Kildrumie,  in  M.u  :  bul 
Patrick,  Earl  of  JNIarcli,  and  Lord  .\ndrew  Muiru.  (iuud- 
ians,  with  eleven  hundred  men.  altacked  hin;  111  the  Vi:'i.M 
of  Kilblain,  and  so  routed  his  .Vrnn-  on  tlu  31st  ol  N.-i- 
tember,  1335,  that  few  escaped.  Tlie  Karl  of  Athol,  aiul 
many  of  liis  name  were  killed  or  taken,  and  tue  wii:!!-,' 
North  was  reduced  to  the  Kings  obedience;  and  in  the 
following  year  the  Guardians  retluced  all  Fife  and  A:i_'u.-> 
(except  the  Casue  of  Coupar),  and  cut  off  inanv  of  the 
enemy  at  Panmure. 

While  Earl  Patrick  was  thns  cmjiloveii  his  I^dy  Afrne'j 
bravely  defended  the  Castle  of  Dunbar,  durir.,-  a  six 
months'  si'  ge  ;  and  while  the  enemy  plavcil  u\)on  it  with 
an  instrument  called  "  I  lie  .Siw, "  she.  observiir'  this, 
merrily  advised  tliem  to  remove  their  "Sow"  or  slic  v-.^uld 
' '  make  her  cast  her  pig.s.  '  By  iliri  >«  ing  down  stones  she 
broke  the  Sow,  and  thus  fulfilled  her  tlireat. 

In  1339,  Patrick,  Earl  of  Ma  ch,  with  Lord  Stev.arf. 
took  the  Castle  of  Coupar,  and  in  the  two  fodowin^  years 
the  Castles  of  Edinburgh.  .Stirling,  and  Ro.vburgli  were 
retaken,  so  that  the  eiiemv  li.ul  no  strong  place  ir.  their 
hands  but  Ik-rwick  ;  and  it  ni.iy  be  said  that  the  whole 
Kingdom  was  recovered.  This  success  encouraged  King 
David  to  come  home,  and  lie  arrived  the  I2tli  of  July, 
1342. 

King  Edward  now  inclineil  to  a  separate  peace  with 
Scotland— excluding  France— and  Patrick  Dunb.ir,  liar! 
of  March,  was  one  of  the  Coinmisioners  to  treat  about  it, 
but  i.nly  a  three  years'  tniLC  w.is  concluded.  No  so.-uer 
v.  .Is  tiij  ir'ieo  expired  th.in  K  n,-  David  prepared  f  ir  v.  ar, 
anil  entered  I'.ngland  Anno  134'^'.  with  an  Arnl^•  of  f  .riv 
thous-uid  men  ;  but  the  Engh.sii,  witii  a  sup<'rior  :bri.e, 
fought  him  in  the  tiLil  Battle  of  Dunham,  on  the  I'tii  of 
October,  m.ide  the  King  and  many  of  the  N  .bilitv  \-:.-- 
oners,  and  killed  about  ten  thousand  'jf  Ins  A'-im.  V.v- 
rick,  Earl  <.f  March,  was  one  of  the  Commanders  tint 
da/,  and  through   the   furwardne^i  of  the  young  Kiiiu' 
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who  acted  against  the  advice  of  his  wisest  generals — ^^lost 
the  day  ;  yet  the  loss  would  have  been  much  greater  had 
not  Patrick,  Earl  of  March,  made  a  masterly  retreat  with 
the  remainder  of  the  Army. 

King  David  was  committed  to  prison  in  the  Tower  of 
London,  and  Baliol  ravaged  the  South  of  Scotland  ;  but  a 
tru  e  was  made — though  ill  kept — until  tlie  year  1355, 
when  the  war  was  renewed,  and  Patrick,  Earl  of  March, 
with  Lnrd  William  Douglass,  defeated  the  enemy  m  the 
South,  and  took  the  Town  of  Berwick,  but  could  nut  take 
the  Castle. 

In  the  25th  Edward  III.,  Anno  1351.  King  Edward 
leaves  the  conduct  of  negotiations  for  the  liberating  of 
David  de  Bruys  (Bruce)  to  certain  persons,  among  whom 
is  Patrick,  Count  of  jNIarch. 

In  the  26th  Edward  III.,  Anno  1352.  The  Kmg gives 
directions  to  Patrick  de  r.)unbar.  Count  of  JMarch,  to  treat 
with  the  Messengers  from  Scotland  to  the  Castle  of  Ber- 
wick, to  treat  of  the  liberation  of  David  de  Bruys  (Bruce). 
In  the  zSth  Edward  III.,  Anno  1354.  The  King  gives 
directions  for  the  conduct  of  the  Commissioners  of  Scot- 
land c  ming  to  "Our  new  Camp  at  Tynam, "  to  treat  for 
the  liberation  of  David  de  Bruys  (Bruce).  Among  those 
so  directed,  is  Patrick  de  Dunbar,  Count  of  March. 

The  King  confirms  the  terms  agreed  on  for  the  libera- 
tion of  David  de  Bruys  (Bruce),  and  directs  his  deliver- 
ance by  Patrick  de  Dunbar,  Count  of  March. 

The  indenture  f^ir  the  liberation  of  David  do  Bruys 
(Bruce),  signed  at  Berwick  by  (among  the  other  nobles). 
Monsieur  Patrick  de  Dunbar,  Count  of  March. 

In  tlie  zijth  Edward  III.,  Anno  1356.  Commission  to 
Robert,  Seneschal  of  Scodand,  to  treat  of  the  liberation  of 
Robert  de  Brus,  to  which  (among  the  witnesses  whose 
names  are  attached)  is  Patrick,  de  Dunbar,  Count  uf 
March. 

Next  year,  Anno  1351^,  the  unhappy  Edward  Baliol, 
alter  ho  had  been  made  a  tool  for  above  twenty-five  years, 
cither  weary  of  war  or  forced  by  King  Edward,  made  over 
to  him  by  a  formal  writing  the  Kingdom  of  Scotland,  and 
delivered  to  him  his  Crown  of  gold,  on  the  30ih  of  J.inu- 
ary,   1356,  and  died  in  1363. 

An  indenture 
setting  for  h  the  terms  of  a  Truce  made  between  Erance 
ar.d  E  gland,  on  the  one  side,  and  Scotland  on  the  other, 
there  are  named,  as  Guardians  of  the  Truce  in  the  East 
March,  cm  the  part  of  England,  and  Erance,  the  lAinls 
Percy  and  Nevill  ;  in  the  West  i\Iarch,  Monsieur  Thomas 
de  Lucy  ;  on  the  part  of  Scotland  in  the  East  March, 
Monsieur  Patrick  de  Dunbar,  Earl  of  Marche,  and  Mon- 
sieur William.  Seignur  of  Douglas ;  and  in  the  We^t 
March,  Johan,  Seneschal!,  Seignur  of  Kyi. 


D'jne  at  Westminster,  the  Sth  day  of  May,  in  the  year 
of  Grac  ,   1357. 

A  safe  conduct  is  granted  to  certain  Scottish  Noblemen, 
in  coming  to  Berwick  on  Tweed  with  a  definite  number 
of  horsemen  and  attendants,  by  Edward  [II. 

Done  at  Westminster,  the  i6tii  day  of  August,  1357. 

A  similar  safe  conduct,  to  last  for  the  same  time,  is  also 
granted  to  Patrick  do  Dunbar,  Earl  of  March,  with  Iv/cnty 
horsemen. 

The  names  of  twenty  hnstago*.  sons  of  Scottish  Noble- 
men, given  for  David  de  Bruce,  a  prisoner  of  Edward 
III.,  are  enumerated;  and  it  is  stated  that  William,  S(.in 
and  heir  of  the  Cou  t  of  Rosse,  being  sick,  KiR^^  David 
and  the  Bishops  of  Saint  Andrew  and  Breshyn,  and  Pat- 
rick de  Dunbar,  Earl  of  Marche,  are  pledged  that  he  shall 
be  delivered,  if  alive,  befor  Christmas,  to  tae  Keeper  of 
Renvick  ;  or  that,  if  he  be  dead,  that  the  ne.xt  heir  of  the 
said  Count  shall  be  delivered  in  his  place.  Dated  at  the 
Tower  of  London. 

Robert,  Seneschal  of  Scotland,  in  accordance  with  a 
Decree  of  the  Council  of  Scotland,  held  at  Edinburgh, 
the  26th  of  September,  1357,  appoints  three  Bi  hops  and 
three  lay  Noblemen — Lords  Patrick  de  Dunbar,  Earl  of 
3.larch,  Robert  de  Erskyne,  and  William  de  Levyngston — 
as  Ambassadors,  to  proceed  to  Benvick  on  Tweed,  and  to 
complete  the  agreement  which  was  made  at  London  be- 
tween the  Council  of  the  King  of  England  and  the  Scot- 
tish Ambassadors,  for  the  redemption  and  liberation  of 
their  Lord  David,  King  of  Scotland. 

Under  t'  e  seal  of  Robert,  Seneschal  of  Scotland,  at- 
tached to  the  parchment.  Given  the  26th  day  of  Septem- 
ber, Anno  1357. 

Robert,  Seneschal  of  Scotland, — acting  in  place  of  King 
David, — three  Counts  and  twelve  Knights,  ^Magnates  of 
.Scotland,  appoint  the  three  Earls,  Patrick  de  Dunbar,  of 
Marche,  Thomas  de  Angus,  and  William  de  Southerland, 
with  Thomas  de  Murray.  Steward  of  Scotland^  William  de 
Levyngston  and  Robert  de  GriflTyn,  as  negotiators  and 
i  special  IMesscngers  for  th:  liberation  of  King  David,  to 
i  bind  them  and  the  Realm  of  Scotland,  for  the  payment  of 
100,000  Marks  Sterling  to  the  King  of  England  for  such 
liberation.  Swearing  each  and  all  of  them  on  the  Holy 
Evangelists  of  God,  fliithfully  to  adhere  to  and  p-Tio.-m 
whatever  they  might  ratify. 

Done  at  Edinburgh  the  26th  day  of  September,  1357, 
with  the  seal  of  Robert,  and  the  twelve  attached. 
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David,  by  the  grace  of  God  King-  of  Scotland,  by 
Letters,  reciting  a  Treaty  made  between  John,  Archbishop 
of  York,  Prirnate  of  England,  and  certain  Bishops  and 
Noblemen,  on  the  part  of  Edward  III.,  and  certain 
Bishops  and  Noblemen  on  the  part  of  Scotland,  among 
whom  is  Patrick  de  Dunbar,  Earl  of  M.irche,  ratifies  the

In  the  34th  Edward  III.,  Anno  1360.  A  Commission 
for  the  establisb.ment  of  peace  and  a  p.-rpetual  league 
with  David  de  P.ruce.  Certain  Commissioners  are  named 
and  appointed  to  treat  of  the  terms  of  a  perpetual  peace 
and  alliance  with  Scotland;  Patrick  de  Dunbar,  Earl  of 
March,  is  named  as  one  of  those  on  the  p.irt  of  Scotland. 

Witness  the  King  at  Westminster,  the  20th  of  August, 
1360.      By  the  King  himself,  and  Council. 

Patrick  Dtinbar,  Earl  of  March,  being- 
spent  with  continual  action  and  business,  died 
Anno  1 360- 1,  at  an  advanced  age.  He  was 
succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  George. 

Earl  Patrick  Dunbar  was  married  about 
Anno  1.325,  to  Lady  Agnes,  only  daughter  of 
Thomas   Randolph,  Earl  of  Murray. 

Upon  the  death  of  her  brother  John,  the 
last  Earl  of  Murray,  without  issue,  Earl  Pat- 
rick,  in   her   right,   assumed   to    himself   the 

title  of 

Earl  of   Murr.-\y, 

which  appears  froin  a  safe  conduct  from  King 
Edward  III.,  of  England,  to  "  Patrick  Dunbar. 
Earl  of  March  and  Mu'-ra)-,  one  of  the  Scotch 
Ambassadors,"  etc.,  Anno  1360. 

By  his  wife,  Agnes,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Randolph,  Earl  of  Murray,  he  had  issue—

In  the  43d  Edward  III.,  Anno  1369.  A  form  of 
Truce  on  the  part  of  Scotland  fur  fourteen  year:.  David, 
King  of  Scodand,  enters  into  a  Truce  for  fourteen  years, 
with  Edward  III.,  King  of  England,  agreeing  to  pay  to  hiio 
the  sum  of  56,000  Marcs  Stirling,  it  being  agreed  that  the 
subjects  of  David  shall  receive  the  half  of  the  profits  of  the 
lands  and  possessions  occiapied  by  the  King  of  England  in 
the  County  of  Roxburgh.  Among  the  signers  and  jurors. 
on  the  part  of  Scotland,  the  name  of  George  de  Dunlur, 
Earl  of  March,  occurs. 

Given  under  the  Great  Seal,  at  Our  Castle  of  Edlnlnirgh, 
the  20th  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  Grace  1369,  and  i.f 
Our  Reign  the  40th. 

In  the  47th  Edward  III.,  Anno  1373.  A  I^itter  of  .'•".ife 
Conduct  to  ccrtein  noblemen  and  soldiers  ;  among  them 
occurs  the  name  of  tfie  noble  George  de  Dunbar,  Ear!  of 
March,  of  Scotland. 

Witness  the  King  at  Westminster,  the  3d  tiay  of  Feb 
ruary,    1373. 

Earl  George  Dunbar  became  "Warden  of  the  M.irchey. " 
He  repressed  the  incursiins  of  the  English  B..rd<L-is,  and 
maintained  the  peace  inviolate. 

In  Anno  13^0,  he  v..iS  one  of  tiic  Comniissiiniv-Ts  wua 
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trealeo  of  ii  Peaca  with  F.ngknd,  hut  it  ended  only  in  a 
Truo;.  In  13S4.,  he  burnt  the  Town  of  Roxburgh,  and. 
joining  the  Earl  of  Douglas,  they  took,  the  Castle  of  Loch- 
maben,  beat  off  the  Enghsh,  who  had  made  inroads  into 
the  South,  and  took  a  rich  convoy  that  followed  their 
Arni)'  :  and  so  great  was  this  E  irl's  power  that,  next  year, 
when  fifty  thimsand  French  crowns  were  remitted  to  Scot- 
land to  an  mate  the  Scots  against  the  English,  he  got  four 
thousiind  of  that  sum.  In  a  word,  he  was  much  em- 
ployed, both  in  the  amp  and  in  the  Court,  during  the 
life  of  King  Robert  II.  (who  died  the  19th  of  April, 
1390)  and  the  first  ten  years  of  King  Robert  III.,  and 
would  have  continued  in  the  highest  fav  r  and  trust  if  he 
had  not  met  with  injustice  which  hurried  him  into  meas- 
ures at  once  h  rtful  to  the  Kingdom,  and  fital  to  his  own 
Familv. 

K^ng  Robert  III.,  considering  this  George  Dunbar, 
Earl  of  March,  as  the  most  considerable  of  his  subjects, 
agreed  to  niarr)'  his  eldest  son  and  heir,  Prince  David,  to 
Eliz.'ibeth  Dunb-ir,  the  Earl's  daughter,  and  proceeded  so  far 
that  they  were  betrothed,  and  the  Earl  paid  a  great  suni  of 
money  to  the  King  as  a  part  of  her  dowry;  but  Archibald, 
Earl  of  Douglas,  envying  the  greatness  of  the  Earl  of 
iMa  ch,  abused  the  good  nature  of  the  King,  corrupted 
Robert,  the  King's  brother.  — who  had  the  greatest  sway  at 
Court, — and  thereby  induced  the  Monarch  dishonorably 
to  break  the  agreement  with  the  Earl  of  IVIarch,  to  reject 
Elizabeth  Dunbar,  and  to  marry  the  Prince  to  Margerv 
Douglas,  his  own  daughter.  The  Earl  of  Jlarch,  pro- 
voked by  this  indignity,  expostulated  with  the  simple  King 
and  asked  repayment  of  his  money,  but  was  refused  ;  upon 
this,  he  nshly  resolved  no  longer  to  serve  one  who  had 
foreited  both  honor  and  equity,  and,  commit  ing  the 
Castle  of  Dunbar  to  the  keeping  of  Robert  ^laitland,  his 
sister's  son  (who  soo  surrendered  to  the  King),  he  retired 
into  England,  and  the  King  proclaimed  him  a  rebel  and 
confiscatL-;d  his  greit  estate. 

In  all  this,  that  weak  Monarch  was  much  imposed 
upim.  The  marriage  of  his  son  proved  unfortunate,  and 
the  unhappy  Prince  was  st.ir  ed  in  the  Castle  of  Falkland, 
by  the  contrivance  of  the  Duke  of  Albany. 

George  Dunbar,  Earl  of  ]March,  also  did  more  hurt 
than  the  Earl  of  Douglas  was  able  to  repair  ;  for  King 
Henry  of  England  gladly  received  him  into  his  protection, 
gave  him  five  hundred  Marks  Sterling  a  year  and  several 
lands,  and  the  Earl  became  his  liegeman. 

"In  the  year  14.00,  George  Dunbar,  fourth  Earl  of 
March,  a  Scotchman,  being  disgusted  at  his  Sovereign, 
desired  die  King  of  England's  Protection,  by  means  of 
the  Earl  of  Nortlunnberland.  Henry  granted  it  to  him  ; 
and  not  long  after,  this  Nobleman  went  to  London  and 


(lid  homage  to  the  King,  who  gave  him  cerfciin  l.Tnds,  in 
consideration  of  the  Estate  which  he  had  le.'t  in  S.-nt!.ind. 
"King  Robert  III.  demanded  tU:  Refugee,  but  Ilcnry 
refused  to  deliver  him  up,  whereupon  King  Robert  de- 
clared war  against  him. 

' '  A  Passport  was  granted  George  Dunbar,  Ear!  of 
March  in  Scotland,  dated  at  the  Manor  of  Eltham,  March 
the  8th,  1400.  Also  a  Comnn'ssi<3n  to  treat  with  him, 
dated  the  12th  of  March,  at  Westminster. 

"A  Passport  for  George  Dunbar,  Earl  of  March  in  .Scot- 
l.uid,  dated  the  21st  of  JMarch,  1400,  at  Ponte!r.'\ct  C.istle. 

"  .\n  engagement  of  George  Dunbar,  the  Earl  of 
March  aforesaid,  to  renounce  his  obedience  to  the  King  of 
Scotland  and  to  do  homage  to  the  King  of  England,  on  the 
payment  of  a  Pension  of  five  hundred  IVIarks,  anil  the 
grant  of  the  Castle  Somerton,  in  Lincolnshire,  and  of  the 
Manor  of  Clippeston,  in  the  Forest  of  Sherwood.  Dated 
at  Newcastle  on  Tyne,  July  the  25th,  1400." — "Acta 
Regia, "  by  Rapin  de  Thoyras,  pages  206  and  210. 

Next  year.  Anno  1401,  the  Prince  of  Scotland  died  in 
Falkland  ;  and  in  Anno  1402  George  Dunbar,  Earl  of 
March,  defeated  Patrick  Hepburn,  Junior,  of  Hales,  and 
Robert  Lander,  of  Bass,  with  the  flower  of  tlie  Lothian 
men,  which  was  an  almost  irreparable  loss. 

In  May,  that  same  year,  the  Earl  and  Henry  Percy 
defeated  ten  thousand  Scots  at  HamilJon,  and  m  ide 
Douglas  and  many  others  of  quality  prisoners.  The  Earl 
of  March  likewise  commanded  in  the  Battle  of  Shrews- 
bury, against  Owen  Glendower  and  the  Percies,  in  i.tc3, 
and  the  victory  that  day  was  justly  ascribed  to  him  and  his 
son  Gavin. 

He  continued  to  serve  the  King  of  England  for  several 
years,  but  King  Robert  III.,  dying  on  the  2yth  of  M.irch, 
1405,  the  Earl  (whose  resentment  was  pointed  against  the 
King  and  not  again.st  the  Country),  took  the  first  opportu- 
nity of  returning  to  his  duty,  and  in  1409,  to  Duke  of 
Albany,  third  Regent,  received  him  with  pleasure,  and  re- 
stored him  to  all  his  lands  except  the  Castles  of  Lochma- 
ben  and  Annandale  (which  had  been  given  to  the  Earl  of 
Dougkiss).  In  141 1  he  gave  him  an  ample  pardon,  and 
sent  him  as  Ambassador  to  the  Court  of  England,  where 
next  year  he  concluded  a  Truce,  which  was  to  ast  for  six 
years. 

I  lis  sons,  likewise,  were  much  in  favor,  and  did  great 
.service  ;  for  Patrick  took  the  strong  fortress  of  Fastcastle, 
and  Gavin  reduced  the  Town  of  Roxburgh;  in  a  word,  all 
injuries  on  either  side  seemed  forgotten,  and  all  resent- 
ments laid  aside,  and  the  Earl  died  in  a  good  old  age. 

Ho  founded  a  College  of  Secular  Priests  in  D^iinba;-, 
Anno  1372.

30.  Earl  and  Knight  George  Dun- 
bar II.,  nat.  circa  1360,  first  son  of  George 
Dunbar  I.  (No.  2  5),  who  was  ninth  Earl  of 
Dunbar,  and  third  Earl  of  March  in  Scotland, 
succeeded  to  his  father  at  his  death,  Anno 
1416,  as 

Tenth   Earl  of  Dunbar  and  Fourth 
Earl  of  March. 

Earl  George  was  much  in  favour  with  the  Regents  during 
the  absence  of  King  James  I.,  and  with  t'.ie  King  himself 
for  several  years  after  his  return.  He  was  no  sooner 
entered  upoii  his  fortune  than  he  was  employed  as  a  C"om- 
missioner  to  t  eat  of  the  King's  release.  Anno  14 16  ;  and, 
•n  1425,  he  and  his  brother  Patrick  were  two  of  the  Com- 
missioners vho  concluded  the  Treaty  on  the  loth  (if  Sep- 
tember, whereb  the  King  was  liberated  upon  paying  f  irly 
thousand  pounds  sterling  in  four  years. 

They  witnessed  also  the  King's  marriage  with  Jean, 
daughter  of  the  Duke  of  Somerset,  on  t'le  2d  of  Febru- 
ary, 1424  ;  and,  among  the  hostages  fur  paying  of  the 
money  and  for  observing  the  Treaty  of  Peace,  were  Thomas, 
Earl  of  Murray,  Patrick  Dunbar,  of  Cumnock,  anil  James 
Dunbar,  of  Trendraught,  all  of  the  Family  of  the  Furl  uf 
March. 

The  King  was  crowned  20th  April,  1424;  and,  to  gr.Kc 
the  solemnity,  he  made  twenty-two  Knights,  of  whom  Karl 
George  Dunbar  was  one. 
,  Hitherto  this  Family  of  Dunbar  had  been  held  in  the 
greatest  favour  ;  but  this  was  changed  about  tli:s  lime,  for 
on  the  I2th  of  March,  1425,  the  K  ng,  at  a  Parliament  in 
Perth,  cau-scd  Karl  George  to  be  im])nsoned  on  suspicion. 
This  rash  step  soured  the  hearts  of  many,  and  sowed  those 


seeds  of  di-scord  that  could  never  after  be  root.-i!  ova.  And 
}'Ct  the  Earl  was  soon  after  liberated,  and  se;  !iuii,;lv  ii>. 
ftvour  and  confidence  ;  for  in  1426  ho  was  one  of  i.l,,-  (,:.v 
in  the  trial  of  Murdock,  Duke  of  Albany,  and  hi-,  -oi,s_ 
in  the  presence  of  the  King,  and  in  iiji  li.'  w.is  (  on- 
servator  of  the  Truce  concluded  with  r.n;,-i,uid,  i'.ut, 
williout  any  previous  notice,  or  aiiy  cau>c  ,ille"rd,  t!ii- 
King  seized  upon  the  C.'.stie  of  Dunbar,  in  14  jj.  .,ii.l_ 
having  called  a  Parliament  at  Perth,  ihey,  upon  ihe  irtli 
of  January,  1435,  forfeited  the  Earl,  ..onliye.it.d  ii  s  ;:io.u 
I'-statc,  and  annexed  it  to  the  Crown. 

This  was  thought  one  of  the  grcaie>t  bleni:>li(s  ui  tli.n 
King's  Reign  ;  and  it  is  a  curious  fact  that,  rio.uiil.-.si.iin!- 
ing  the  forfeiture,  yet  the  Earldom  of  llucli.m  ^lluii'.ih.iit.  .» 
poor  estate)  was  given  to  Earl  Georgi;  Dunb.ir. 

"The  Fortress  of  Dunhar  being  in  tlie  i..in,i>  ,,{  jI;:^ 
English  in  14135,  after  the  Duke  of  Albany  hud  ileinereU  ;; 
up  to  Edward  IV.,  James  III.,  King  of  Se.ul  ind,  n-m.,',^ 
H  at  the  beginning  of  the  Reign  of  IIcnr\-  \1I.,  v.lio 
made  no  effort  at  all  to  save  it ;  for  that  wis  not  a  proiior 
Juncture  for  him  to  fall  out  with  Scot'aml. "  —  ••.•\et.i

"The  posterity  of  Cospatrick,  besides  verj-  large  posses- 
sions in  Scotland,  held  (as  appears  by  an  old  Iii:iu>ilion) 
the  Barony  of  Bengeley,  in  Norlhumberkaid.  Kui  in  ihe 
Reign  of  Ring  James  I.,  of  Scotland  (1406-143.S),  George 
Dunbar,  F^arl  of  March,  by  autlioniy  of  Parliament,  and 
upon  account  of  his  father's  rebellion,  lo>t  the  pioj)rJi.trv 
and  possession  of  the  FLarldom  of  March  ami  the  .S;igni)rv 
of  Dunbar.

In  this  Charter,  George  Dunbar  is  justly  called  by  the 
King  "his  beloved  Cousin;"  for  Lady  Christian  Bruce, 
li'.s  Father's  Mother,  was  Father's  Sister  of  the  great  King, 
Robert  Bruce,  who  was  Father  nf  King  David  Bruce. 

Georgq  Dunbar  married  Alicia,  daughter 
of  Sir  Gilchrist  Mure,  of  Rowallan.

shire, which  continued  for  a  long  period  to  be  one  of  the 
chief  titles  of  the  Family. 

This  -'r  Patrick  Dunbar  made  a  great  figure  in  the 
Reign  of  King  James  1.,  of  Scotland,  and  was  appointed 
one  of  the  hostages  for  diat  King's  ransom  (he  being  then 
a  prisoner  in  England),  in  1423.  His  Estate  at  that  time 
was  valued  at  five  hundred  Marks  Sterling  per  annum, 
wh  ch  was  a  very  large  one  in  those  days. 

He  obtained  the  King's  liberty  about  1426,  and  re- 
turned to  Scotland  soon  after,  and  was  appointed  one  of 
the  Ambassadors  Extraordinary,  by  the  Estates  of  the 
Nation  to  the  Court  of  England,  in  1428. 

He  aftenvards  obtained  a  safe  conduct  to  go  into  Eng- 
land, with  twenty  persons  in  his  retinue,  to  negotiate 
aflairs  of  State,  in  1435.  He  died  soon  after,  leaving  issue

ferred before  Sir  George  Creichton,  Lord  Chancellor,  who 
had  married  Janet  the  elder,  by  the  power  and  intent  that 
William,  Earl  of  Douglas,  had  with  the  King  ;  whicii  was 
so  very  great  that  he  did  n<.l  oiilv  advance  this  brother  to 
the  Earldom  of  Murray  (Moray),  but  another  brother 
likewise  to  the  Earldom  ot  Ormond,  and  two  of  his 
cousins  to  the  Earldoms  of  Angus  and  Morton." — "  Cam-

The  Lordships  of  Badenoch  and  Lochaben  was  excepted 
out  of  the  Grant  of  1372,  and  was  given  by  Alexander 
Stewart,  the  King's  son,  and  John  Dunbar  (rather  than  tlie 
King's  son)  was  made  Earl  of  Murray,  because  he 
claimed  it  in  the  right  of  his  mother,  heiress  of  the  Ran- 
dolphs, Earls  of  Murray. 

Earl  John  behaved  so  well  in  the  Battle  of  Ottenburn 
in  138S,  that,  after  the  Earl  of  Douglas  was  killed  he  was 
chosen  Commander-in-Chief 

He  was  hereditary  (which  he  derived  from  the  Ran- 
dolphs) Sheriff  of  Murray,  and  Constable  to  the  King's 
Castle  in  Elgin,  and  thereby  hid  several  privileges. 

He  died  about  Anno  1393.  He  was  mar- 
ried about  Anno  i35o,  to  Margery  Stewart, 
eldest  daughter  of  Robert  II.,  King  of  Scot- 
land. He  left  issue  by  said  Margery,  two 
sons  and  one  daughter —

In  the  year  1396,  Thomas  Dunbar,  Earl  of  Murray, 
and  Robert  Lindsay,  Earl  of  Crawford,  were  employed  ]-y 
the  King  t  >  bring  the  Clan-Chattan  and  Clan-Kays  to  a 
reconciliijition  ;  and,  failing  in  these  good  offices,  they  pre- 
vailed with  them  to  delc-mine  their  differencci  by  a  com- 


I  bat,  thirty  on  either  side,  only  wlh  .sv.-ords,  and  in  pres- 
j  ence  of  the  King  and  his  Court,  near  the  To'.  .1  of  Perth. 
The  combat  was  obstimte.  All  the  Clan-Kays  were  killed 
except  one,  who  escaped  by  swimming  the  river  Tay;  and 
of  the  Clan-(.  hattan  eleven  remained  alive,  but  all  severely 
w(junded. 

This  Earl  Thomas  Diinbir  was  one  of  the  Commanders 
in  the  Battle  of  Uamildon,  in  1402,  and  was  three  times 
m.ide  prisoner,  but  soon  after  liberated. 

lie  was  one  of  the  hosi.agcs  for  the  r.inscra  oi  King 
James  I.,  in  1424,  when  his  rent  was  valued  at  one  itiou- 
sand  Marks  Sterling  per  year.  Besides  his  anJs  in  Mur- 
ray, he  held  the  Baronies  of  Abertorf,  Urguhari,  and 
Glcn-Morriston.      The  time  of  his  death  is  uncertain. 

He  married  Christian,  daughter  of  Alex- 
ander Seton,  and  had  one  bon  and  two 
daughters.

Thomas  Dunbar  succeeded  his  father  as

He  was  one  of  the   hostages  for  the  ran- 
som of  King  James  I.,  Anno  1424.     He  had 
one  daughter- 
Lady  Janet  Dunbar,  who  was  married  to  Hugh, 
Lord  Frazer,  of  Lovat,  who,  with  her,  obtained 
the  Bar(.>ny  of  Abertorf,  and  the  ward  and  relief 
of  William  Trenton,  Laird  of  Backie. 

Earl  Thomas  Dunbar  died  without  male 
is'iuc,  and  was  succeeded  in  his  estate  and 
honors  by  his  cousin,  James  Dunbar  (No.  5o), 
of  Trendraught,  S(jn  of  his  uncle,  Alexander 
Dunixtr  (No  46).

draught was  estimated  at  five  hundred  Marks 
Sterling. 

He  succeeded  his  cousin,  Thomas,  fourtii 
Earl  of  INIurray,  at  his  deatii  (he  dying  with- 
out male  issue)  as 

Fifth   Earl  of   Murray. 

He  was  twice  married,  hirst  to  Isabel 
Innes,  daughter  of  Sir  Walter  Innes,  of  Innes, 
and  by  her  he  had  a  son —

Earl  James  Dunbar  married  secondly  Lady

J407.  Lady  Janet  was  married  (in  her  father's

IL  Lady  Mary  Dunbar,  born  M  L>unbar,  aixsut 
14 10.  She  was  married  (after  hei  fatiier's 
death)  about  Anno  1435,  '"  Archibald  Doug- 


las, third  son  of  James,  the  seventh  F.arl  of 
Douglas,  who  with  her  obtained  the  Earldom 
of  Murray. 

James  Dunbar,  fifth  Earl  of  Murray,  died 
about  Anno  1449,  and  was  succeeded  (i)ut 
not  in  his  title  and  estates)  by  his  only  son — 

5 1.  Sir  Alexander  Dunbar,  of  West- 
field,  and  first  Sheriff  of  Murray,  nat.  circa 
1405,  at  Dunbar,  Scotland. 

He  should  have  succeeded  to  his  father  both  in  the  Earl- 
dom and  Estates  of  IMurray  (or  Moray)  and  in  the  Baronv 
of  Trendraught,  but  was  deprivctl  of  bodi. 

James,  Earl  of  Douglas,  whose  power  w.is  already  U>r, 
great  for  a  subject,  having  got  his  brothers,  Hugh  and 
John,  raised  to  the  Peerage,  wanted  to  increase  Ins  |>..ur 
b)-  making  his  brother  .\rchibald  P'arl  of  Murray.  To  emn- 
pass  that  end,  he  got  the  Clergy  to  pronounce  a  nulhtv  in 
the  marriage  of  James,  Earl  of  Murray,  with  Isabel  Innes, 
on  the  score  of  consanguinity  ;  she  having  died  belorc  a 
d  spensation  was  obtained  to  make  their  marriage  can- 
nonical. 

The  consanguinity  was  this  :  James  Dunbar,  Earl  of 
Murray,  was  son  of  .\le.xander  Dunbar,  of  Trendraugiit, 
who  v,as  son  of  John  Dunbar,  first  Earl  of  JMurrav  ;  and 
Isabel  Innes  was  daughter  of  Eupheme  Frazer,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Jane  Dunbar  (Lady  Lovat),  who  was  daughter  of 
Thomas  Dunbar,  second  P2arl  of  Murray,  who  was  son  of 
above  John  Dunbar,  first  Earl  of  Murray;  so  they  stocd 
in  the  second  and  fourth  descent  from  said  Earl  John,  ar.d 
on  this  ground  the  nullity  proceeded 

The  Earl  Douglas  having  thus,  though  unjustly,  g<.t 
.■\lcxander  Dunbar  declared  incapable  of  succeeding  to  his 
fattier,  had  another  bar  to  remove,  for  the  Lady  Crichtou 
the  eldest  daughter  of  James,  ought  to  have  been  preferivd 
to  the  second,  who  was  Archibald  Douglas'  wife;  but  h'? 
soon  surmounted  this  difficulty,  by  prevailing  wl'}; 
Crichton  and  his  Lady  to  relinquish  their  right  in  fav uir 
of  his  brother  Archibald,  and  Crichton  got  the  Estates! 
Trendraught  In  this  manner  did  Archibald  Di.uglas 
become  the  sixth  Earl  of  ^Murray  in  1449.  But  he  lial 
n..t  long  enjoy  it  ;  for,  having  joined  his  broltn-r  :!i  ilic 
rebellion  of  1435,  lie  w.is  killcil  at  Annandale  by  1  ^rd 
Carlyle,  of  Tonhorald,  and  the  Laird  of  Johnstone,  and 
the  Earldom  was  forfeited  to  the  Crown. 

Sir  Ale.xander  Dimbar  was  designated  i-f 
Weslfieid,  and  Sl-.eriff  oi  Murray.  He  was 
the  first  Sheriff  of  Westfield. 
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He  obtained  a  Charter  from  Archibald  Douglas,  F.arl  of 
Murray,  and  Elizabeth  Dunbar,  l^ountess  thereof,  of  the 
land  and  Barony  of  Westfield,  which  continued  afterwards 
to  be  one  of  the  chief  titles  of  his  Family.  And  in  that 
Char  er,  which  is  dated  1450,  he  is  desit;nated  brother  cf 
the  Countess  of  Murray;  and  in  another  from  the  Countess 
of  Murray,  he  is  designated  "  .Slic:!fr  of  that  County,  and 
her  beloved  brother,"  (dilectus  fratus)  Anno  1455. 

He  had  great  possessions  in  Ian  !s.  Besides  the  Barony 
of  Westfield,  he  had  the  lands  of  Carnonsie,  Pitterhouse, 
Killinach,  Canz'.e,  Durris,  Tarras,  Balnagoth,  Tochabcrs, 
Clunies,  Muthness,  C'.avack,  Golfurd,  Baslow,  etc.,  -which 
Were  confirmed  to  him  by  no  less  than  nine  Charters, 
under  the  Great  Seal,  from  Kini;s  James  II.  and  James 
III.      All  in  the  public  Register. 

He  married  Isabel,  daughter  of  Alexander 
Sutherland,  third  Baron  of  Duffers,  of  which 
marriage  all  the  Families  of  the  name  of 
Dunbar  now  (iSii)  flourishing  in  Scotland 
are  descended  ;  for  by  her  he  had  issue  si.\ 
sons  and  one  daughter,  viz. —

bar, of  Westfield,  Sheriff  of  ]\Iurray  ;  the  title  of  Cum- 
nock being  left,  up^n  settling  the  Barony  thereof  about 
the  year  1600,  which  now  (1722)  belongs  to  the  Countess 
of  Dumfries.  ' — "Camden's  Britannia,'  page  1267. 

"In  the  year  1499  this  John,  the  'Bard  Roy.'  was 
again  employed  as  Arbiter  in  another  difference,  that  hap- 
pened between  James  Dunbar,  of  Cumnock,  and  the 
Laird  of  M  Intosh  ;  for  in  those  times  factions  a  d  divisions 
were  so  frequent,  both  at  Court  and  in  the  County,  that 
gentlemen  were  obliged,  for  mutual  defence,  to  enter  into 
bonds  of  ainit.  and  friendship,  and  sometimes  to  take  and 
give  bonds  of  service,  or  inan-renL  These,  in  the  present 
times,  wijuld  ap[)car  in  a  very  peculiar  light.  The  follow- 
ing is  one  of  tliose  bonds  :

"Among  tlie  important  victories  of  1759,  tlv;  reduc- 
tion of  Fort  Niagara,  an  ancient  stronghold  of  the  French, 
at  the  rnouth  of  the  Niagara  River,  deserves  our  p.irticular 
notice,  because  there  were  there  three  hundred  mea  Horn 
Quoun's  Cimnty,  one  third  of  whom  were  under  the  cinn- 
mand  of  F-piiraim  Morse,  of  Newtown,  who  received  a 
Captain's  Commission,  on  April  jolh  of  this  year.  His 
Lieutenants  were  George  Dlxb.vr  and  Roelof  Duryea, 
and  exclusive  of  these  three  oflTiccrs  the  Company  consisted 
of  ninety-seven  men,  the  majority  of  whom  were  foreign- 
ers by  birth.  In  March  the  44tli  Regiment  left  their  Can- 
tnnnient  in  Newtown,  and  embarked  for  Albany,  wh.ther 
Capt.iin  M'lrse  and  his  command  followed  about  the  mid- 
dle of  May.  From  there  the  whole  Army  took  up  its 
march  through  the  western  forests  ;  and,  being  joined  on 
the  way  by  bir  William  Johnson,  with  a  large  body  of 
Inji.ins,  arrived  at  Fort  Ni.-.gara, 

"They  invested  the  works  on  all  sides,  and  though  an 
accidental  explosion  killed  General  Prideaux,  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Johnson  vii;;orously  pro.secutcd  the  Sie.re, 
and  forced  the  Garrison  to  burrcndcr  on  [uiy  .:5th,  fu->t  d-i- 
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feating  a  large  French  force  which,  under  Genc-r.i!  D' Au- 
brey, had  hastened  toils  relief  from  the  neighboring  posts. 
But  the  victory  was  not  gained  without  a  severe  loss.  The 
Colonel  of  one  of  the  New  York  Batallions  wa.s  killed,  and 
the  Commander  of  the  other  v.-oundod  ;  and  of  the  pri- 
vates in  both,  nine  were  killed  and  forty-two  wounded. 

"During  the  Siege  Captain  Morse  and  his  Company 
did  importint  service,  working  at  night  in  the  trenches, 
standing  guard,  etc.  A  few  of  his  men  were  drafted  with 
those  left  to  garrison  the  fort,  the  rest  of  the  provincials 
returned,  and  were  discharged  on  November  loth.  .\liout 
si.^  hundred  prisoners  were  brought  to  New  York.  The 
recent  victories  we'-e  the  theme  of  general  rejoicing,  and 
were  publicly  celebrated  at  Jamaica  by  the  people  of 
Queen's  County,  on  Tuesday,  the  6ih  of  November, 
1759. "—Annals  of  Newtown,  p.   167.
